At gallery level the design becomes flamboyant with representation of flowers, 
fruit and cypresses. The upper level of the interior is adorned with blue paint. More than 200 stained glass 
windows with intncate designs allow natural light to brighten up its interior and the chandeliers further 
illuminate it with their glow. The decorations include A’yat from the Holy Quran. The floors are covered with 
carpets. 

The most important element in the interior of the masjid is the mehrab, which is made of finely carved marble. 
To the right of the mehrab is a richly decorated pulpit. The masjid is so designed that even when it is most 
crowded, everyone in the masjid can hear and see the Imam. The royal room is situated at the south east corner. 
It has its own pulpit that used to be decorated with jade and roses.
